-Require subsequent oil and 
gas revenue from state- 
owned lands to go into the 
Natural Resources Trust 
Fund.

-Require at least 25% of 
Trust Fund annual spend- 
ing go toward parks and 
public recreation areas and 
at least 25% toward land 
conservation.

Despite event 
cancellation, over 
$65,000 raised by 
Boyne Thunder 


Despite the cancellation of 
the 17th Annual Boyne 
Thunder Poker Run due to 
COVID-19, the event raised 
over $65,000 in 2020. At the 
virtual presentation of 
checks, the benefitting or- 
ganizations, Camp Quality, 
Challenge Mountain and 
Boyne City Main Street re- 
ported being able to main- 
tain socially distanced and 
virtual programming with 
help from the funds received. 

“When the decision was 
made to cancel the event, it 
was really important to the 
committee to still support 
the benefitting organizations 
as much as possible. The 
generosity of everyone in- 
volved is a great testament to 
the event and our commu- 
nity. This is truly amazing,” 
said Kelsie King-Duff, Execu- 
tive Director of Boyne City 
Main Street. 

The event has now raised 
almost $1.2 million total 
since its inception in 2004. 
This year, over $57,000 was 
donated by sponsors and par- 
ticipants who had signed up 
for the event. Over 400 offi- 
cial event t-shirts were also 
sold.

Governor extends Execu-

Health Department of Northwest Michigan 
COVID-19 Update 


On October 5, the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michigan is re- 
porting 17 new confirmed cases in 
Charlevoix (5), Emmet (10), and Ot- 
sego (2) counties and reporting case 
investigation information for them. 
All 17 cases are being reported in 
our jurisdiction. The following in- 
formation is from case investiga- 
tions completed between October 2 
and October 4:

Over 73 total close contacts identi- 
fied, notified, and instructed to quar- 
antine 

Lisa Peacock, Health Officer for 
the Health Department of North- 
west Michigan, acknowledged today 
that there is a lot of uncertainty in 
the face of the last week’s Michigan 
Supreme Court ruling that Gover- 
nor Gretchen Whitmer exceeded her 
powers during the coronavirus pan- 
demic. “We want to remind resi- 
dents that the underlying issues to 
containing the spread of COVD-19 
haven’t changed. This public health 
emergency continues to exist even 
without an official declaration in 
place. We are still living in the midst 


taken the lives of over 1 million peo- 
ple worldwide. In Michigan we have 
seen over 127,000 cases and over 
6,800 deaths”, she said. 

“There are many legal complexi- 
ties related to the Governor’s Execu- 
tive Orders and the ruling of the 
Michigan Supreme Court but while 
those are being sorted out, we want 
to implore our businesses and resi- 
dents to continue to protect the com- 
munity through the mitigation 
measures that continue to be in 
place,” she said. “For example, 
masking protects those around us 
from our respiratory droplets, dis- 
tancing of 6 feet or more protects us 
from close contact with someone 
who might not know they are in- 
fected, screening customers and em- 
ployees serves to provide the safest 
environment for work and com- 
merce, and adhering to gathering 
limits prevents rapid spread of the 
virus through multiple people into 
the community.” 

She added, “Without a vaccine or 
acure, COVID-19 continues to be a 
threat to our health and well-being 
and the only tools we have to fight it 
are isolation, quarantine, and these 
safety precautions we all can take. 
Although we know that the confu- 
sion around these complicated legal 
matters poses a risk to continued 
protection, we believe in the people 
of Northern Michigan. We have 
learned so much and we have come 
so far together, now is the time to 
continue on and protect each other 
whether it is required by orders or 


Because of the recent Michigan 
Supreme Court ruling on the Gover- 
nors executive order authority, 
Charlevoix County Sheriff Chuck 
Vondra would also like to remind 
people of the law, stating “Private 
business owners have the authority 
to choose to ask people to continue 
to wear masks while patronizing 
their businesses. If someone is 
asked to wear a mask or to leave, 
they must do one or the other. If the 
person chooses not to comply, they 
are subject to criminal trespass and 
will be prosecuted as such”.

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Climate and Health Adaptation Planning Guide for released for Michigan Communities 


As part of Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer’s MI Healthy Cli- 
mate Plan, the Michigan De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS) 
released the Climate and 
Health Adaptation Planning 
Guide for Michigan Commu- 
nities. 

Developed by MDHHS’ 
Michigan Climate and Health 
Program (MICHAP) with the 
Michigan State University 
(MSU) School of Planning, 
Design and Construction and 
MSU Extension, the guide 
was created to be accessible 
and flexible for the unique 
situations of communities 
across the state. 

“Combatting the effects of 
climate in Michigan is a team 
effort. MDHHS has made this 
effort easier by developing 
this guide for Michiganders 
across the state,” said Gover- 
nor Whitmer. “The health 
and safety of our families is 
directly related to the health 


of our climate. This guide 
will help us implement the 
MI Healthy Climate Plan I 
announced last week and im- 
prove our overall public 
health.” 

“While climate change is 
recognized as one of the 
greatest threats to public 
health, few models of climate 
and health planning cur- 
rently exist,” said Dr. 
Joneigh Khaldun, chief med- 
ical executive and chief 
deputy for health. “This 
guide uses a health in all 
policies approach to help 
communities in Michigan de- 
velop a climate and health 
adaptation plan or to inte- 
grate climate and health con- 
cepts into existing planning 
and decision making” 

Michigan is getting meas- 
urably warmer and wetter 
due to climate change. Those 
changing conditions result in 
more extreme weather in- 
cluding heat, heavy rain and 


Health Dept #10 responds to MI 
Supreme Court ruling 


In response to the Michi- 
gan Supreme Court ruling on 
October 2, regarding Gover- 
nor Whitmer’s State of 
Emergency declaration and 
subsequent executive orders, 
Kevin Hughes, Health Officer 
for District Health Depart- 
ment #10 (DHD#10), issued 
the following statement: 

While we process the rul- 
ings from Michigan’s 
Supreme Court, DHD#10’s 
leadership team is in consul- 
tation with our legal team, 
our Board of Health, the 
Michigan Association of 
Public Health, and the Michi- 
gan Department of Health 
and Human Services to de- 
termine next steps for our 10- 
county jurisdiction. We ask 
for your patience as we work 
to interpret the rulings and 
establish the best course of 
action to protect the health 
of the public. 

In the meantime, we stand 
behind the mitigation meas- 
ures given since the begin- 
ning of the COVID-19 
pandemic to prevent spread- 
ing the virus, including: 

-Wear a mask to protect 
others from you in the event 
you are unknowingly conta- 
gious 


-Social distance by 6 feet or 
more from others 

-Wash or sanitize your 
hands frequently 

-Stay home if you are ill or 
have flu-like symptoms 

- Avoid large gatherings, 
especially if you are at high 
risk for contracting the virus 

Our role in public health is 
to promote and protect the 
health of people and the com- 
munities where they live, 
learn, work and play. Pre- 
venting and controlling the 
spread of infectious diseases 
is at the heart of what we do. 
Just like influenza and other 
infectious diseases, COVID-19 
can have a devastating im- 
pact on human health. Until 
there is a vaccine and effec- 
tive treatment to prevent fur- 
ther spread, DHD#10 will 
continue to promote preven- 
tion strategies that will 
lessen the impact on our 
communities. We will remain 
focused on our public health 
efforts of encouraging test- 
ing, case investigation and 
contact tracing, and promot- 
ing compliance with safety 
precautions. We will share 
additional information as it 
becomes available.

CONSIDER THE PROS 


As you embark on your venture 
to buy a home, one of the first deci- 
sions to make is whether to buy 
new or purchase an existing home.

don't have to worry about buying 
the extras, such as blinds for the 
window, a security system, or a 
landscaped back yard. 

e Land. In most metro centers, 
new homes may have less land 
than newer properties. Why? Be- 
cause of changes in land-use pat- 
terns. 

¢ Location. Existing homes are 
often found in older, more conven- 
ient metro core areas rather than 
outlying suburbs. 

e The opportunity to remodel. In 
some cases buyers may prefer an 
older home in a particular location 
which can be modernized or ex- 
panded. In effect, use the existing 
home as a base to build a unique 
property. 

e Price. In general terms, exist- 
ing homes tend to be less expen- 
sive than new properties. As well, 
existing homes are likely to come 
complete with items which may 
represent new home extras— 
blinds, landscaping, built-ins, etc. 

Track record. When you pur- 
chase an existing home, you know 
how much the property has appre- 
ciated over the years -- in effect, 
you have an index of sorts which 
measures the community's mar- 
ketplace appeal. At the same time, 
like stocks and bonds, you know 
that past results do not guarantee 
future marketplace performance. 

Taxes. Depending on 
your state, you will likely have 
lower property tax rates. Also, 
many older households aren't re- 
quired to pay for local bonds asso- 
ciated with new development, such 
as schools, parks, or road or trans- 
portation improvements. 

e Traditional layout. If you like 
the formal living and dining rooms, 
an existing home will likely satisfy 
you.
